Appleton — Oshkosh 
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An Attack on the Butter Proble m 


A Democratic Senator and Representa- 


tive from Wisconsin, Nelson and Kasten- 
meier, have introduced legislation in Con- 
gress which they call "a direct assault on 
dairying's two big problems — too little 
farm income and too much butter sur- 
plus." 


Under the legislation, the Secretary of 


Agriculture would be authorized to pay 
dairy farmers more than the present mini- 
mum of 75 per cent of parity for manu- 
facturing milk. He would have more dis- 
cretion in raising the support level since 
he would be directed to take dairy farm- 
ers' income into account in setting the 
support price. Prices paid farmers would 
go up to $3.30 or $3.40 per hundredweight, 
it is estimated. 


The legislation would result in lower 


retail prices of butter through a downward 
revision in the price at which the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation purchases sur- 
plus stocks. This would supposedly in- 
crease public consumption of butter. 


The Wisconsin Democrats declare that 


"American consumers of dairy products 
would save several hundred million dollars 
a year on their food bills under this pro- 
gram. The savings to consumers, plus the 
savings to the U. S. Government of high 
storage, processing 
and transportation 


costs on surplus butter, would far more 
than offset the cost to the government of 
the payments to dairy farmers needed in 
order to maintain and increase their in- 
comes." 


If you grant that government price 


supports are the answer to the dairy prob- 
lem, the Nelson-Kastenmeier program is 
unique in that it aims at a specific dairy 
problem, the butter surplus. They point 
out that about one out of every four 
pounds of butter now manufactured in the 
United States is bought by the govern- 
ment. And surplus butter is expensive 
for the government to handle. 


Nelson and Kastenmeier claim that 


"there is no real surplus today of milk 
products other than butfe?:" They say "we 
can use all the dry milk and cheese our 
dairy industry is producing to supply es- 
sential food donation programs in the war 
on poverty and Food for Peace." 


Several questions arise about the pro- 


posal, and undoubtedly more will be forth- 
coming as dairy organizations and other 
congressmen interested in the problem 
study its features. If the government al- 
lows the retail price of butter to drop 15 
to 20 cents per pound, how much will it 
increase consumption and what will hap- 
pen to the price of competing products? 
Or suppose it has the effect of increasing 
butter consumption to the point where the 
retail price strengthens, then would the 
government continue making incentive 
payments to farmers? Should the federal 
government get into the area of subsidiz- 
ing lower retail prices for butter? 


This is, however, a serious proposal 


attacking a vital problem in the dairy in- 
dustry. Considerable thought has gone 
into its drafting. It should get the same 
kind of serious consideration from Con- 
gress.

The. controversy over whether mem- 


bers of Congress should be required to 
report their financial holdings continues 
to rage. Some congressmen — most no- 
ticeably those with practically no such 
holdings — are righteously demanding 
that such an accounting be made. Others 
agree with Senator Dirksen that there is 
no reason why congressmen should be con- 
sidered "second class citizens." 


As a matter of policy such a demand 


Infers that the public doesn't trust con- 
gressmen to handle legislation only in the 
public's interest and not in their own. A 
thoroughly 
honest congressman 
would 


never give special treatment to anything 
just because it would further him finan- 
cially. And an open book regulation would 
not prevent a dishonest congressman from 
sly dealings on the side. 


And yet, since congressmen are humfin 


beings just like thee and me, they do 
waver before temptation. And they are 
subject to extraordinary pressures to do 
just that. Some of the revelations of var- 
ious such dealings indicate that the public 
would be better served if the books were 
open. 


When Lyndon Johnson became Presi- 


dent last November he hastened to change 
the name of the LBJ corporation which 
operates a highly successful TV station in 
Austin, Texas. He also had the company 
put into the hands of trustees. But why 
should this action be necessary for the 
President of the United States and not 
for a congressman? Obviously it was only 
a matter of public relations and not apt 
to fool many people. It probably seemed 
Important to President Johnson because 
of publicity concerning an FCC decision 
obviously giving preferential treatment to 
a cable company with which the LBJ com- 
pany had a marvelously favorable option. 


We have discussed the complicated 


cable company dealings and the fact that, 
If the FCC decision itself was not political- 
ly gained, the foot in the door for the 
LBJ company certainly came in great part 
from Mr. Johnson's political prestige in 
Texas. But an article by Washington Post 
reporter Lawrence Stern in The Progres- 
sive brings out some other congressional 
ties. The parent cable corporation which 


has been given the advantage in Austin 
is headed by the law partner of Sen. John 
McClellan of Arkansas. 


And in one irate telegram from the 


corporation's attorney to the FCC there 
was the threat not only to go "through 


-• any legal channels" to get a favorable de- 


cision but to seek aid from "our delega- 
tion in Congress" and a copy of the wire 
was duly sent to that delegation and so 
noted by the FCC. It just happens that 
another Arkansas congressman is Oren 
Harris, chairman of the House Commerce 
Committee which, according to Stern, is 
"the FCC's very own law-writing commit- 
tee in Congress." 


Since the death of Sen. Robert Kerr of 


Oklahoma there have been many vague 
reports of his extensive financial dealings, 
his friendship with Bobby Baker and the 
clear inference that he must have used 
his political position for personal profit. 
How many other such ties are there as 
those involved in the Texas TV case? 


As more and more government regula- 


tions affect more and more business and 
industrial-, corporations and their affairs, 
there are bound to be more and more 
efforts to "know someone in Washington" 
not only to try to get preferential treat- 
ment but to get justice itself. 


Doing business with the government 


has come to mean an involved ritual of 
entertaining the "right" people and some- 
how getting their assistance. 
The people 


to know are not merely congressmen: Bob- 
by Baker demonstrated that. But reports 
of financial holdings would at least take 
some of the pressure from congressmen 
and eliminate one possible target for brib- 
ery. There just might be a little less hys- 
teria to pull wires especially if such re- 
quirements are made mandatory for gov- 
ernment employees. 


Understandably congressmen may be 


loathe to open their books to the public, 
not because they have something to hide 
but because financial affairs generally are 
considered a private affair. 
But we sus- 


pect that American voters in general 
would have more confidence in their gov- 
ernment if congressional financial hold- 
ings were reported as a matter of course 
when conducting an election campaign.

curred to the Republican pa- 
tronage job holder, again be- 
cause the party wasn't oper- 
ating under such exigent pres- 
sures.

It can be presumed that 


most Wisconsin citizens would
